Something of a furor was caused by 


the appearance of General Calixto Gar- 
cia as one of the delegates from the 
Fifth army corps, a fact which prac- 
tically renders him supreme at the 
itssembly's sessions. His election to 
preside over the proceedings Is consid- 
ered a foregone conclusion,, as It Is 
conceded that he controls a majority of 
die delegates. 


The- principal question for consider- 


ation will be that of disbanding the 
army. The assembly will oppose dis- 
banding until—in the words of one 
of the military delegates—"Some as- 
surance is received from President Mc- 
Klnley that he intends to observe the 
resolutions of the United States con- 
gress regarding the absolute freedom 
of Cuba,"

Henry, who is said to have cut his 
throat in his prison cell at the fortress 
of Monteralerieu after confessing to 
having forged one of the Dreyfus doc- 
uments, though it has since been claim- 
ed the razor with which the deed wa..

of the deceased. 


Tho .Ministry Oults. 


The chair theu accepted the order 


of the day, proposed by M. Ribot, af- 
firming the supremacy of the civil over 
the 
military 
power. Several of the 


deputies attempted to speak, but their 
voices were drowned in the uproar 
which filled the chamber. 
The order 


of the day was adopted by a vote of 
259 ayes to two noes. An amendment 
proposed by M. Berger, censuring1 the 
government "for not causing the honor 
of the army to be respected," was' lost 
by 274 to 261 votes. 


A resolution was proposed by M. De 


Maliy calling upon the government to 
"end the campaign of insult against 
tho army." 
The premier -refused to 


accept the motion, however, and a vote 
was taken on it amid such confusion 
that scrutiny was demanded. Later 
this showed that the government was 
defeated by a vote of 296 to 243. 


After the result of the scrutiny had 


been announced. M. Berteaux moved 
a vote 
of 
confidence in M. Brisson, 


which was rejected by 286 votes to 254. 
When this vote was declared, the min- 
isters left the chamber, 
and 
subse- 


quently tendered their resignations to 
the president. 


When the ministers had -withdrawn 


the chamber adopted, amid cries of 
"Down with the Jews," the order of 
the day, combining the motions of M. 
Ribot and M. Demahy by a vote of 
460 to 28. 


A fresh tumult was aroused by the 


declaration of M. De Baudry d'Asson, 
that all the ministers except General 
Chanoine ought to be impeached. The 
chamber adjourned to Nov. 4.
